JUICE OF THE POPPY, 


R*t*il Merchant's Right to Protection 
From Unfair Competition. 

Speaking recently before a state con¬ 
vention of retail merchants, a repre¬ 
sentative of a firm manufacturing a 
widely advertised food product said: 

“If co-operation Is to be of a loyal 
and sincere sort we must recognize the 
right of every one in the chain of dis¬ 
tribution to an honest profit. Not even 
tho consumer has any right to object 
to the honest profits of the merchant 
who gives him honest service. No one 
who will carefully study the relation 
of profits to service can escape the con¬ 
viction that public economy Is best 
served by the policy of ‘live and let 
live.’ 

“The argument of the mall order 
bouse, chain store and department 
store that elimination of the middle¬ 
man would be economical to the con¬ 
sumer Is absolutely false. Such Insti¬ 
tutions. taken broadly, are enemies 
rather'than friends of the consumer. 
Just as they are of the retailer. If 
they hold as rigidly to strict truth and 
fairness as the retail grocer does they 
would die an early death. 

“Nothing bas contributed to the ex¬ 
istence of these Irregular mongrel 
classes so much as favoritism, but 
even this Is slowly getting a hold on 
thinkingtetailers. Quantity prices have 
made possible every one of the unfair 
practices of the trade. If you can buy 
ten cases more cheaply than one it la 
fair to sell 100 cases more cheaply 
than ten and a carload at a lower price 
still. But such practices inevitably 
make it possible for the big buyer to 
own goods more cheaply than his small 
competitor.

la eelum. It varies In. certain chemical 
qualities according to the country 
wherein It is cultivated and the vari 
ety of plant wherefrom it Is produced. 

Although the poppy will grow in al¬ 
most any climate. It la In tbs east It 
is most successfully cultivated. When 
the land has keen plowed and harrow- 
id the poppy seed is sown, about six 
pounds of seed being sufficient for 
one-third of an acre. Just's* soon as 
It begins to germinate, about a week 
after sowing In certain localities, the 
land Is divided by furrows Into rec¬ 
tangular beds about eight feet In length 
by four In breadth. These channels 
are employed for Irrigation, es the 
plants need frequent watering, some¬ 
times even until the time of maturity. 

About two months and a half after 
germination the flower appears, ggd its 
four petals are gently removed oft the 
third day after their expansion, to be 
pasted together with the leaves dee 
tined to form the outer shell of the 
opium cake. Then after about eight 
or ten days the capsules are lanced —pt 
night—and the Juice which has exud¬ 
ed from the Incision* la scraped off In 
the morning with a small scoop and 
^transferred to s metal or earthen ves¬ 
sel. This process Is repeated threk or 
four times at intervals of two or three 
days, the result being purs opium. 
Tbs flower petals, the plant leaves and 
the stalks have also a considerable 
value for packing purposes. Tbs thick¬ 
er portions of the stalk ass sssd by 
natives for firewood. 

Tbs trad* optam having been gath¬ 
ered, tt ts stored by tbs cultivator and 
carefully watched and examined from 
time ts time'll order that a« mold or 
taint may attack ft PtnaOy the opium 
Is mads to to cake* dried, packed In 
boxes and removed ts wm ha t far sals.

OMsr High 8ohool Student** Tendency 
to Overdre e* le Harmful. 

“There Is a tendency od the part of 
the older high school pupils to over¬ 
dress and adopt the styles and fashions 
that make them seem more mature in 
nature and appearance. The younger 
pupils are quick to imitate the dress 
and m a Baer? of thetr older schoolmates. 
This leads theca into farflseretlene and 
robs than of as fcnportu* part of 
ctotidbood. The expense of overdress¬ 
ing farts heavily upon most families 
and tend* to dfcraourage many parents 
from keeping their ehl kfren to school.** 

These assertion* are made In a cir¬ 
cular of Information just Maned for 
free distribution by the United States 
bureau of education, which deals with 
an educational experiment at Dayton, 
0 M whereby the school children are 
segregated la a special high school for 
their first year after graduation from 
grammar school. “In this school.” says 
the circular of information, “there are 
no older pupife, and the simplicity of 
childhood is maintained in- dress and 
manner for anothef year. The chil¬ 
dren are able to develop more tiaturally 
without the influence of older pi^ilaT’ 
The bureau of education's circular of 
Information was written by J. H. 
Painter, principal of the first year high 
school at Dayton.
